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ABSTRACT 

For potential grant applicants and for the general 
public, the booklet describes the programs of the six Public Health 
Service agencies in the American health care system. Each program is 
described concisely in terms of: its purpose and legal basis; 
applicants* eligibili±y for grants and the basis for their award; the 
special requirements made of applicants; and instructions for 
applications. The programs are presented by agency; the Alcohol, Drug 
Abuse, and Mental Health Administration (ADAMHA), which deals with 
the sociomedical proglems of alcohol abuse, drug abuse, and mental 
illness; the Center for Disease Control (CDC) , which leads the 
national attach on communicable and vector^borne diseases, and works 
to control many other, noninfectious conditions; the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA), which is the nation's first consumer-protection 
agency; the Health Resources Administration (HRA) ^ responsible for 
health planning, manpower training, and research and evaluation of 
health resources and needs; the Health Services Administration, 
(HSA) , whose goal is to improve the delivery of health services; and 
the National Institutes of Health (NIH) , which conducts and supports 
basic research, resear^:h training, and biomedical communications.

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FOREWORD 



The Public Health Service today is an organization of immense 
size and complexity, even when mea.sured on the heroic scale of the 
total Federal enterprise. Our activities are remarkably diverse. 
On any given day, as the saying goes, we help Indians immunize 
their people against smallpox and lowans immunize theirs against 
rubella. We work with NASA to perfect medical instrumentation 
first used in space research, and we abstract articles from medical 
journals published in Peking. A PHS physician performs surgery 
on a Coast Guardsman at sea ; a PHS nurse rides a mule to a remote 
Navajo village. Scientists in Atlanta work with a strange, new 
virus from Nigeria, and scientists in Bethesda, Maryland, probe the 
relationship between other viruses and cancer. 

Meanwhile, the money we invest in the private sector is doing 
a great many other things— helping to build clinics and medical 
schooKs and training the men and women who will staff them, under- 
writing methods of delivering better health care in urban ghettos 
and Appalachian hollows, and supporting biomedical research. The 
list goes on and on, as a quick glance at this booklet's Table of Con- 
tents will show. The point i.s that because the job of the Public 
Health Service is to protect and advance the nation's health, we are 
involved, directly or indirectly, in almost everything that happens 
in this $100 billion enterprise called the American health care 
system. 

Perhaps the simplest way to describe the growth of our involve- 
ment in this system is in terms of layers of responsibility, added on 
through the years in response to society's ever-changing view of 
what the appropriate Federal role in health care should be. Even a 
very brief description of each of the six PHS agencies, today, re- 
flects the scope and diversity of our accumulated responsibilities. 

The Alcohol, Drug Abuse, and Mental Health Administration 
(ADAMHA), the newest service component, deals with the socio- 
medical problems of alcohol abuse, drug abuse, and mental illness. 
The Center for Disease Control (CDC) leads the national attack 
on communicable and vector-borne diseases and works to control 
many other noninfectious conditions. The Food and Drug Admin- 
istration (FDA) is the nation's first consumer protection agency. 
The Health Resources Administration (HRA) and the Health 
Services Administration (HSA) are also new PHS agencies, formed 
as was ADAMHA, in 1973. HRA is responsible for health planning, 
manpower training, and research and evaluation of health resources 
and needs. HSA's job is to improve the delivery of health services 
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to the American people. The National Institutes of Health (NIH) 
conducts and supports basic research, research training, and bio- 
medical communications. 

Even as society has called upon government to become increas- 
ingly involved in improving health care, government, traditionally, 
has looked to the private sector— to the health professionals who 
provide care from day to day, to the citizens v*ho receive that care, 
and to the wide range o*" health-related agencies and institutions, 
both public and private — for help in developing and operating 
the kinds of programs that the public wants and needs. 

This partnership of public and private initiative has been 
strengthened, its work immeasureably advanced, by the many grant 
programs administered by the Public Health Service and carried 
out by its grantee-partners. Annually, these programs distribute 
more than $3 billion to help finance thousand.s of projects in all 
parts of the country. 

This booklet describes these programs, agency by agency, in 
a uniform and detailed fashion. We hope that all our partners, from 
potential grant applicants to interested members of the general 
public, will find it to be an informative and useful aid as, together, 
we work to fulfill the promise of better health for all our citizens.

for the remaining 3 years.
